Disastroas m:-;umm in the Centre

PaiLapeLrHIA, Feb. 1.—Flames were
discovered at 6:20 this morning issuing
from one of the tall buildings, six and
eight stories in height, Nos. 214, 216, 218
and 220 Carter's alley, which extends from
Second to Third street, below Chestnut,
Nos. 214 and 216 were occupied by Mayer
& Stern, shoe manufacturers, and 218 by
5. M, Larzelere, printer, and the lower
part of 220 by Weikel & Smith, spice
manufacturers, the fourth and fifth floors
being used by the Keystone forge company
Mayer & Stern oceupy the sixth floor of
all the buildings. The flying embers
eommunicated to No. 212, oecupied by
Frederick Schmidt, a tailor, and svon
afterwards the falling walls erushed both
that structure and the saloon, No. 210.
Kirchuer's saloon, on the eorner of Ex-
ehange place and Carter’s alley,also caught
fire and several other buildings in the vi-
einity are in flames.

10:45 A. ¥.—The buildings Nos. 214 to
220 are owned by John Rommel. The fire
started in one of the upper floors oceupied
by Mayer & Stern and spread quickly.
It has been regarded by insurance men as
unsafe for some time, and at present there
is considerable danger of the frout wall
falling. Mayer & Stern had 315,000 worth
of shoes packed ready for shipment, which
were all destroyed.

Ten firms were burned out. Sixtyv-tive
thousand dollars worth of shoes were
burned and machinery valued at 820,000,
The Rommel buildings, valued at 150,000,
were also destroyed. Total loss estimated
at from $200,00 0 to £275,000.
